This accusation was the oc- 
casion of a protest and Mr. Pegler 
had consented to print a reply in 
his column. We speak only for our- 
selves, but we feel confident that

, "Our position, in genera], is that 


the trade , unions, in spite of cer- 
tain abuses, are a beneficial' and 
a necessary means for workers to 
gain the ends to which they are 
rightfully entitled.

Roller. We believe Mr. Pegler has 
done a service by his writing in 
making his readers 'racketeer-con- 
scious,'. Long ago, however, he lost 
sight of the forest for the trees
